Concerning a park, near Spring- 
ville, Moore says that an effort is 
being made to secure suitable land 
along the Tule river.

Insects Released 


To Fight Yellow 
And Red Scale 


VISALIA, Sept. 12 — New in- 
sect enemies of red and yellow 
scale, collected in the Orient and 
reared in the Citrus Experiment 
station at Riverside, have been re- 
leased in the Terra Bella, Tulare 
and Lemon Cove areas in a test 
for biological control of these 
scales. 

The test is being made by Dr. 
Paul DeBach, University of Cali- 
fornia entomologist, who collect- 
ed wasps and lady bird beetles 
that preyed on red and yellow 
scale and lived under climatic con- 
ditions similar to those in Tulare 
county. 

Object of the test is to deter- 
mine which of the natural insect 
pests of the scales are most adapt- 
able to this area and should there- 
fore be raised in quantity:for fu- 
ture liberation. 

The tests mark the first field 
trials of the imported insects any- 
where in the United States. Re- 
lease sites were chosen’ where 
there is least liklihood of destruc- 
tion of the insects by insecticides.

He is convinced, however, that 
with proper management, ‘and 
with sufficient fertilizer —- mostly 
nitrogen — Coastal Bermuda has 
the growing capacity to carry the 
phenominal livestock load. 

And it is evident, after watch- 
ing cattle on the Lard pasture, 
that Coastal Bermuda is palatable, 
and, since it is grass, it does not 
produce bloat. Neither will it 
spread from seed; it is a hybrid, 
it does not produce seed. 

In fact, while it is a Bermuda 
grass, it has many characteristics 
that are different from common 
Bermuda — a factor that makes 
it necessary for persons planting 
Coastal Bermuda to follow instruc- 
tions. 

So, how good is Coastal Ber- 
muda?

NO ONE seems to pay much at- 
tention to our California water 


plan which consists of forgetting 
about moving northern California 
letting the people move to north- 
ern California where the water 
is ... Since no one takes this plan 
seriously, we'll present another 
idea for everyone to pay little or 
no attention to: We predict that 
by the time the California water 
plan is completed 20 or 30 years 
hence, and a few billion dollars 
have been spent, distillation of 
sea water for domestic use through 
application of atomic power will 
have become an economically prac- 
tical procedure, and southern Cali- 
fornia. will be able to get its water 
from the ocean. 

CITY COUNCILMEN might well 
move with due caution on the pro- 
posed “Green River’ ordinance 
that has been suggested to prevent 
door-to-door solicitation in Porter- 
ville.

‘locals’. A law applies to all the 
people, and any law that doesn’t 
is a bad law... Frankly, we can’t 


see why door-to-door solicitors 
present such a problem. This type 
of operation can be controlled 
through two channels: First, by 


ordinance to make any person who 
conducts business in Porterville 
without a bonafide business estab- 
lishment in the city pay a sub- 
stantial license fee, and we do 
mean substantial; second, require 
that out-of-town solicitors be fin- 
gerprinted, and a police check run 
on them before a permit to solicit 
is issued... These two proced- 
ures, with provisions to include,
